Acting on the instructions of Mr. P. J. 
Meghen, B.E., B.Sc., Commissioner, ad- 
ministering Ennis Urban aifairs, Dr. Harry 
Bugler, Medical Officer of Health, has made 
an exhaustive survey of housing conditions 
in the town.

TOWN-PLANNING SCHEME 
FOR CORK, 


SE 


At a meeting of the Cork Corporation a 
letter was read from the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health regarding the 
Town and Regional Planning Bill, stating 
that the powérs sought by the Corporation to 
extend to a ten mile radius of the General 
Post Office the area over which the Corpora- 
tion would have complete jurisdiction for 
town plahning purposes are contained in 
sections 14 and 15 of the bill. It is presumed, 
however, that the Corporation would deal! 
only with matters within such area that 
would directly affect the interests of the 
County Borough. As the amendment govern- 
ing the naming of new streets and terraces 
of houses could not he embodied in the bill, 
the Department will consider, with a view to 
future legislation, a full statement of the 
pow~s desired by the Corporation. As 
regards the amendment réquired dealing with 
the determination of the value of the land, 
the Department state that land reserved by a 
planning scheme for a public purpose, within 
ths powers of a local authority, would be 
acquired by a responsible authority named in 
the scheme, in pursuance of its existing 
statutory powers under section 32 (3) of the 
bill and the amount to. be paid for the 
acquisition of the land, in default of agree- 
ment, would be determined in accordance 
with the Acquisition of Land (Assessment 
of Compensation) Act, 1919. The provisions 
of that Act are made applicable in the case 
of applications for compensation for restric- 
tion, etc. on user of property under a 
planning scheme.

IMPROVEMENTS AT FENIT 
PIER.

At a meeting of Kerry County Council, 
-during a discussion regarding work at Fenit 
Pier, the Secretary of the Council said :— 
There is a scheme to extend, widen, enlarge 
and improve Fenit Pier, It is divided into a 
series of different items. The proposal which 
is being discussed at the moment requires an 
expenditure of, roughly, £48,000, half of 
which, I understand, we will get as a grant, 
That will improve the approach to the pier, 
rebuild and enlarge the pier, facilities for 
lairages and other improvements. For the 
causeway, or approach, there will — be 
£13,500; for the viaduct, which, I under- 
stand, is really in a bad state, £27,500; 
widening the main pier, £16,400, and for 
lairages, £3,000. The Minister will give a 
grant of £24,000, but the Ministry, however, 
want a condition waived. The Council re- 
member that when this matter came before 
them first they agreed to postpone their in- 
terest on the existing loan until the new 
loan was paid off. Howevery they were not 
agreeable to guarenteeing repayment of the 
new loan. The Ministry want the County 
Council to waive that and guarantee repay- 
ment of the new loan. Assuming that the 
loan was for £25,000 for forty years, at 54 
per cent., the annual repayment would be 
£15,502—that is, of course, assuming that the 
Harbour Board made no contribution in re- 
spect of same, which is too much of an 
assumption, because they have been paying 
fairly well up to the present.

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PROGRESS IN BRIDGE - 
BUILDING. 


- 


The Tees (Newport) Bridge, opened at 
Middlesbrough by the Duke of York last 
week, is the latest and in some respects the 
most interesting of four great new bridges 
crossing respectively the Tees, Wear, Tyne, 
and Tweed. It is the only vertical lift bridge 
in England crossing a navigable river near 
its mouth. The first glimpse of the structure 
with its 170ft. high towers of structral steel 
on either bank and its lack of support from 
any pier in the bed of the river recalls the 
outlines of Tower Bridge, London, but its 
principle of construction is, of course, 
different. The river is spanned by a 38ft. 
wide roadway, 20ft. above high water level, 
but when shipping is passing the whole road- 
way 1s raised by weights suspended by 160 
steel ropes attached to the ends of the bridge 
and passing over sheaves, 15ft. in diameter, 
at the top of the owers. The motion is thus 
that of an ordinary sash window, yet the 
weight of the bridge is 2,700 tons, and as the 
counter weights are of equal weight, the pull 
on the bearings of the sheaves in the towers 
is thus 5,400 tons. 

An unplanned item of the opening cere- 
mony after the Duke had inaugurated the 
bridge by switching on the electric current 
operating the starting gear, and after every- 
body had seen the bridge Slowly descend from 
its ‘‘ closed to traffic ” position at the top 
of the towers to the road level, was the 
Duke’s request to stay on the bridge while it 
was pulled up again, The Duke and Duchess 
and their party and n.any of the guesis had 
the experience of being lifted op 99ft. and 
surveying the wide pru:pect on either hand 
from this elevated position. The river sur- 
face, on which a steener was seen moving 
directly under the bridge, was then more than 
120ft. Lelow. 

The addition to the programme served to 
demonstrate the smoothness of the motion of 
the enormous moving load. Not a tremor or a 
jerk could be felt. The time taken to lift the 
bridge through its 99-foot rise was a minute 
and a half, and the descent took about the 
same time. The winding machinery for con- 
trolling the movement of the lifting span is 
worked electrically from the public mains 
through two 32-h.p. motors. In case of 
failure of the mains supply a 450-h.p.. petrol 
engine is installed. All three motors are 

laced in a cabin on the top of the girders 
rom which the bridge platform is suspended, 

A notable feature of the bridge is its width 

ot span—270ft.—which is 70ft. wider than the 
clear way left) between the piers of Tower 
Bridge over the Thames. No other moving 
bridge in England leaves anything like so 
wide an uninterrupted fairway. The Tyne 
swing bridge at Newcastle has two separate 
openings of 102ft., the\Keedby Bridge over 
the Trent spans 160ft. of water, and the 
Manchester Ship Canal bridges are 90ft. and 
120ft. respectively. The original plans of 
Messrs. Mott. Hay, and Anderson, Limited, 
who designed the Tees (Newport) Bridge, 
rovided a span of only 200ft., but the Tees 
onservancy Commissioners caused the joint 
bridge authorities to call for a revision of the 
plans. The alteration increased the cost of 
the bridge by £50,000, but the total cost has 
heen- kept more than £100,000 below the esti- 
mates for the bridge of wider span. 

The siting of the bridge in the Newport 
district of Middlesbrough instead of nearer 
the coast was a subject of controversy during 
the years of preliminary discussion, but the 
bridge actually crosses the Tees at or near the

Smoke and Dust. 


Some time ago (writes a correspondent), 
while walking to the summit of the 
Featherbed Mountain, I paused: in an 
effort to distinguish, through field glasses, 
some of the buildings in the city below. 
Only those on the outskirts could be clearly 
recognised ; over the centre there hung a 
dense cloud of smoke which rendered al! 
outlines invisible. From an aeroplane 
several thousand feet over Dublin itself 
this inky shroud is even more apparent, 
and the observer is inclined to wonder how 
people can live in such an atmosphere. 
Yet Dublin is favourably situated in this 
respect compared with London, the manu- 
facturing districts of England, and even 
Belfast. It is probable that the danger 
caused to health by soot and dust is 
greatly increased by a period of drought. 
For mstance, there has been virtually no 
rain for over a month, and this circum- 
stance must have contributed to the release 
of many noxious elements from the 
drainage system which would otherwise 
have been eliminated. Indeed, the increase 
in soot and dust deposits is alreadv 
apparent to those who wear light-coloured 


garments or leave their windows open for ' 


any length of time. Laundries and dry- 


cleaning establishments will continue to 


reap a rich harvest from these conditions 
until the electric wizards have made an 


end of smoke and dust. 


Ling. 


Motoring through several provincial 
towns recently, I observed that many 
general merchants were making a seasonal 
display of ling. Ling, which is a dried 
fish, resembling cod, is imported from 
England, and large quantities reach our 
shores during Lent. It is a very popular 
fish in rural Ireland. It is steeped over- 
night to remove the salt, and when boiled 
it 1s served with white sauce, plenty of 
butter and floury potatoes. In most farm- 
houses a side ef ling is hung from the 
rafters in, the kitchen. The smoke from 


the turf fires is said to improve the flavour. 


Ling has the additional attraction of being 
considerably cheaper than fresh ‘fish, which 
is rather difficult to obtain in isolated

OUTNUMBER THOSE OF OTHER 
FOREIGN NATIONS. 


The British have more churches in Paris, 
according to Reuter, than any other foreign 
uation, 

There are 3 Anglican churches, 12 chapels 
scattered throughout the suburbs, 1 English 
Methodist church, 1 Scottish Presbyterian 
church, and 1 English Catholic church. This 
is shown by statistics, just published, which 
give the total number of churches in Paris 
us 523. 

There are 200 French. Catholic churches and 
83 Protestant churches. Non-Christian places 
of worship include—9 synagogues, a Mosque 
and an Antoinist Temple for faith cure 
religion started by a Belgian miner named 
Louis Antoine twenty-six years ago. 

Of the Protestant temples in Paris, ranging 
from magnificent buildings, such as the 
‘‘ Oratoire,” down to tiny chapels in side 
streets, 35 belong to the French Reformed 
Church, 23 are Lutheran, 6 are Methodist and 
5 are Baptist. A sear pb Christian Taber. 
nacle exists in the Montmartre district, where 
a woman evangelist conducts Services on the 
lines of Gypsy Smith and Bill Sunday.

So far as he was 
able to judge circumstances, jealousy and 
disappointed ambitions were responsible for 
mee of their trouble—and their troubles 
were more apparent than real, because the 
Free State was progressing. Among the 
greatest of the pro ive changes that had 
taken place in Dublin within the past few 
years was the improvement in the housing 
of the people. The shadow of the slums was 
rapidly disappearing in the city and 
the country also. There was no sign 0 
lack of confidence in the Free State, and he 
was not the least pessimistic about the future 
success of the Free State. Like many other 
States it was passing through experiments, 
political and economic, and those ex- 
periments could be successful only if all 
parties in the State, realising their respon- 
sibility, closed their ranks and ceased from 
all uncharitableness, in the interests of the 
State. (Applause.) : 

Mr. P. J. Kilrey, responding, said that 
the prosperity of the Free State depended 
on world prosperity, and their real 
voroblem seemed to be how to 
adjust themselves to the new economic 
era which had been ushered in by the applica- 
tion of science to industry. In the near 
future they would be able to adjust them- 
selves to that new economic era. 

Mr. R. W. Jameson, proposing the toast of 
“ The Old Boys’ Union, ” said that the neces- 
sity for the Union was obvious to every one 
of them, and he suggested that there should 
be a canvass to bring all boys into it. 

The Chairman, responding, said that when 
the Union was started they raised £400 to 
wipe off a debt on the school, and since then 
they had given ten guineas each year to the 
school board. They were trying to keep up 
that sum and even to increase it, but unless 
they had a large membership they would not 
be able to send as big a grant in the future 
as they had done in the past. 


A SELF-SUPPORTING 
SCHOOL, 


Mr. A. T. Barber, school manager and hon. 
secretary of the Diocesan Board of Educa- 
tion, proposed the toast of “The School. 
Speaking of the reduction of dividends and 
of the Government grant, he said that the 
school was not a paying concern, but sug- 
gestions had been made Is Shin. the paying 
off of the overdraít on the school, and a 
scheme had been put forward which would, 
if carried out, render the school self-support- 
ing and free it from an increasing debt. 
They all appreciated very highly the valuable 
assistance that they had received from the 
headmaster, Mr. Jones. ee EX: 

Mr. T. W. F. Jones, headmaster of the 
school, responded, and said that there had 
been no loss of efficiency in the school, and 
so far as its finances were concerned he 
thought that they would be able to make ends 
meet. The main object of the founders of 
the school had been to supply a good, solid 
English commercial education which would 
fit boys to go into commerce with 
a good chance of success, but under 
the Free State Board of Education 
they could not frame a course which he 
had found admirable for that purpose. For 
instance, they had to teach Irish; and they 
were doing their best to teach it well. They 
had made special efforts to improve their 
commercial classes, and those classes had 
been very successful, indeed, thanks to Mr. 
P. J. Kilroy. He thought that the school 
was as well equipped now as ever it had been 
in his “time. 

The toast of the secretary and the treasurer 
was proposed by the chairman, and responded 
to by Mr. H. Hudson (secretary) and 
Mr. E. T. English (treasurer); and the toast 
of ' Our Guests and Kindred Associations ”’ 
was proposed by Mr. A. Hughes, and re- 
sponded to by Mr. James Ferguson and Mr. 
W. T. Hall (Mountjoy School Old Boys’ 
Association).

The 
orphanage could make no better present to 
the city than to give it good citizens—bhoys 
who were to be. found in every career in the 
country, and even abroad. He appealed to 
the congregation, not merely for charity, but 
hecause they owed a debt to these boys. who 
would become citizens. For the benefit 
of those who might like to know, he men- 
tioned that it cost £39 a year to train each 
bey, and this went towards producing a 
well-disciplined boy that would carry on the 
work of Christ and civilisation. )

From Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


‘T° HE British Parliamentary Secretary to 
T the Board of Education, Mr. H. Rams- 
botham, has been speaking of the in- 
fluence of films on education, and his remarks 
remind us that the whole question will have 
to be faced sooner or later by the authorities 
in every country. The time is bound to come 
when many schoc) subjects will be taught by 
the cinema, as they are now in Russia; for 
the cinema can present a subject in such a 
lively and interesting way that even the 
dullest child will learn from it. 
Speaking of history, Mr. Ramsbotham has 
no doubts as to the film’s value. ‘ To under- 
stand anything about a bygone age,” he says, 
‘requires a Geneiderable effort of Imagina- 
tion. Í feel that a good historical film can- 
not fail to bring home to the children the 
significance of tlie period ‘they are studying. 
It is bound to make it much more real to see 
the men and women that they read about 
playing their parts on the screen before thei 
eves. 


OTHER SIDE OF THE 
QUESTION. 


He suggests that means should be found to 
use the cinema for this purpose, and there is 
much in what he says. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, there is another side to the question, 
which complicates it a good deal; for the 
films are already being “‘ employed for this 
purpose,” and not, one imagines, in a way 
of which Mr. Ramsbotham would approve. 
Of late there has been a swarm of “‘historical’’ 
films, and their effect on the mind of a 
child can be better imagined than described. 
The geod films, as well as the bad ones, 


will be to blame if the coming generation } 


grows up with the most peculiar ideas about 
past events: for these films make little 
pretence at historical accuracy, but rather 
concentrate on giving their audiences a 
drama ‘‘ founded on fact.”’ Granted that 
‘The Private Life of Henry VIII.” gives a 
very vivid picture of the Tudor Courts, can 
one deny that it gives an account of Henry 
and his actions that differs from that of the 
history book? In such a case, it is not 
dificult to imagine which account will be 
most readily adopted by a child. 


NOT ACCORDING TO RULES. 


The trouble is that life does not proceed 
according to dramatic rule, and so a really 
historical film, which tries to give the events 
just as they happened, will seldom stand 
much chance agamst a film which, although 
inaccurate, tells a better story. A school 
film showing the events of Henry’s reign in 
their due proportion would be of little help 
if the students could go to see “ The Private 
Life of Henry VIII.” on their release from 
the classroom. That being so, it is rather 
hard to know what to do about it, but, 
perhaps, we can look forward to a day when 
the censorship will forbid the attendance oí 
children at any but certain approved films. 
There are pictures shown in Dublin every 
month, which, although absolutely harmless 
from an adult point of view, are likely to 
give a child false or inaccurate ideas about 
life, and the “ historical ” files are only one 
case in point, 


ROUND THE CINEMAS.

In a word, 
the Russian of to-day was a State slave. He 
had lost his soul and his liberty. He might 
have had children, but they .could not be his 
comfort ; for the State had taken them from 
him, and taught them to crush all bourgeois 
sentiments of filial affection. Thus he 
approached death looking back on a life of 
regimental drudgery. Death. came to him; 
for no Marxian orthodoxy.could stop it; but 
no Viaticum sanctified it, and if he. had 
learned the lessons of his school days, no hope 
of heaven took its bitterness away. 

“The Tragedy of Russia,” Father Ryan 
went on, “lay in the fact that it was pur- 
suing some good ends by completely wrong 
means; for there was much good in Com- 
munist aims. But the truths of Communism 
were overshadowed by the errors. What was 
false and terrible in it was its negation of 
those spiritual values that alone rendered man 
human and made life intelligible. The great 
sin of Marxism was that it completely 
sacrificed the individual on the altar of the 
community.

THE MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 


When Mr. Cosgrave had established a 
military tribunal to deal with criminal 
associations, and so that they would not be 
subject to terrorists, he and his Government 
were denounced up and down the country as 
arch-coercionists. éin if the National Guard 
was in existence to-day it would not be an 
unlawful body, because it was essentially a 
peaceful and lawful body. There were other 
unlawful bodies in existence in the country 
at the moment—the I.R.A. and Cumann na 
mban. The I.R.A,. existed for the purpose 
of overthrowing the State by force of 
arms, but nothing had en done 
to declare it an unlawful organisation, “The

but the people who belonged to a perfectly 
innocent organisation were to be punished 
while criminal organisations were to be above 
the law. All the force of the Government was to 
be brought against their political opponents,

LABOUR T.D. BLAMES 
GOVERNMENT SUPPORTERS 
From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
EDENDERRY, Sunday. 


Speaking at a meeting of the local branch 
of the Irish Labour Party in Edenderry last 
night, Mr. W. Davin, T.D., said :—‘‘ Í fully 
realise that we have heen living in a civil 
war atmosphere for the past month or two. 
The refusal or failure of the Government to 
secure peaceful public meetings and a fair 
hearing for their political opponents has, 
in my opinion, helped to create and organise 
the Blue Shirt movement. The presence at 
public meetings of a section of the supporters 
of the present Government, who deny the 
right to free speech to their political 
opponents, together with the provocation 
caused by the presence of other young men and 
women in uniform, has created a very 
dangerous situation, which requires careful 
handling. The recent drastic legislation intro- 
duced for the purpose of dealing with this 
dangerous position will only help to make 
matters worse, unless the bill when it becomes 
law is administered by the State forces in a 
firm and impartial manner.” 

Continuing, he said that the Labour Party 
had been “aoine, and would continue to do, 
everything possible, in conjunctiva and co- 
operation with other gory mete to help te 
bring the leaders of the two big parties 
together for the purpose of finding a basis of 
unity upon which the Free State could main- 
tain peace at home and try to agree as to 
the most effective way to secure an honour- 
able settlement to the present fiuancial dha- 
pute with the British Government. The 
British Government, would, be said, face up 
to the new circumstances as soon as they 
realised that all the parties here are detor- 
mined to unite and stand for a responsible 
and honourable settlement of the present 
dispute. 

“In this urgent and important national and 
international issue,” continued the speaker, 
“the members of the Labour Party and the 
Dail are fully conscious of the serious effecis 
of the continuation of the economic war on 
the domestic lives and ‘conditions of the 
farmers ana agricultural laboarers.’’

The Foreign Legion was mainly composed, 
suid Mr. Gibbons, of people from Northern 
Europe, and 
cause of their enlistment. The Englishmen 
were comparatively few, and, in fact, more 
Irish than English people figured in Legion 
history. In the Legion’s *‘ Salle d’Honneur”™ 
at Sidi Bel Abbas, there was a replica of 
Captain Cotter, of Cork, and of another Irish- 
man, General Dodds, who served in the 
Dahomey campaign. 

The Foreign Legion, which numbered over 
20,000 men, and included every kind of mill- 
tary activity except artillery was, he said, 
ihe werld’s cheapest army, and largely self- 
supporting. It was untrue to say that the 
officers and men were ‘throw-outs”’ from 
the French Army; for they were all expert 
at their jobs. One of the grievances among 
Legionnaires was that they were held up by 
books as being a collection of criminals. 

The Legion, as such, had no religion, but 
it gave facilities for soldiers of any creed to 
practise their religion, and Catholic churches 
hid been built by the men in their spare 
time. So far from lack ot discipline being 
the rule, it wes the exception, and an officer 
was liable to be severely punished for the 
smallest breach of the regulations. When a 
man joined the Legion he had to pass three 
stringent examinations, at two of which the 
police were present and took his finger-prints. 
Soldiers signed on for five years, and were 
discharged at the end of that time, Some 
men, however, lixed the hfe, and signed on 
again for a second or third period. 

Sir Joseph Glynn proposed a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer, which was seconded by the 
Rev. Father Aloysius. The latter, speaking 
of Catholic action, said the time had come 
when there should be Catholic newsagencies 
throughout the world, as well as a Catholic- 
controlled radio and stage. The films, the 
radio, and the “decadent preas” gave mis- 
representations of the facts, particularly as 
regards Catholic news. He did not wish, he 
added, to cast any aspersions on the Irish 
newspapers, which stood high in the esteem 
of Ivrigh Catholic people.

+1932. In this it is set out that a duty of 
Customs at the rate of 75 per cent. of the 
value of the article shal} be charged on the 
following articles imported into Saorstat 
Kireann on or after the 3rd day of March, 
1934,. which are, in the opinion of the 
Revenue Commissioners, Bail of iron or of 
steel, or of a combination of iron and steel 
—namely: 

(a) Bolts, set screws, and metal 
thread screws, of which the shank is 
not less than one inch nor more than 
twenty inches in length, and is not 
less than three-eighths of one inch nor 
more than one and one-quarter inches 

diameter ; and 
(b) Threaded nuts (other than Wing 
nuts) of a size and threading to fit a 
bolt, set screw, or metal thread screw 
of a kind mentioned in the foregoing 
clause (a) of this sub-paragraph.

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Saturday: 

The annual Belfast musical competitions 
will begin on Tuesday next in the; Ulster 
Hall, and the festival this year promises to 
be more successful than any of its pres 
decessors, The total entries. received amount 
to 1,400, or sixty more than last year, repre- 
senting, when choirs are included, approxi- 
mately 6,500 competitors. There is an 
increased entry in virtually all the : 3 
except for choirs, and competitors will come 
from all parts of Ireland, 

here is a considerable number of entries 
from Dublin, Wicklow, Dundalk and other 
parts of the Free State in the vocal and 
instrumental classes. The reduction in the 
number of choirs entered is regretted. by the 
committee; for the Belfast senior choirs. gave 
excellent performances, notwithstanding the 
very high standard set, while the absence o 
any choirs from the Free State is alsé 
deplored. 

It has been a notable feature of the comp 
petitions in recent years that many of thá 
principal awards in the vocal and instr» 
néáiwi á, solo classes went to Dublin, whil 
Belfast, choirs usually achieved distinction 
the Dublin Feis. There is not a single malé 
choir entry this year, although there are 
numerous excellent male choirs not only in 
Belfast, but other parts of Northern Ireland. 

The first week of the festival this year w 
be devoted to vocal solo, strings,. plang an 
some choral items, and in the second “wee 
there will be verse speaking competitions an 
the balance of the choral items. 

In the vocal section the operatic solo has 
attracted nine entries, and this will be again 
a popular item, For the Ulster. Cup and 
Belfast’ Cup there are fourteen entries, and 
seven entries have been received for the 
Vocal Repertoire Class. The competition for 
the McKisack Prize for lieder has a record 
entry of eighteen, and the factory girls’ solo 
class has a large ‘entry of forty-three, Fours 
teen choirs hav& been entered by the Girls’ 
Olub Union, and the Boys’ Brigade have 
entered eight, choirs. The string entries are 
about the same as last year. The Bainbridge 
Trophy for wood-wind instruments has ate 
tracted eight entries, inclading competitors 
from « several military bands stationed in 
Northern Ireland. 

The entries in the piano classes exceed 
the big entry of last year.” There will be 
four competitors for the Ord Scholarship and 
four for the Walker Prize. 

An interesting contest is assured in the 
extempore speaking competition, which has 
attracted. an entry of thirteen, two of whom 
are women. Dr. Hulbert, father of Jack 
and Claude Hulbert, the. film and stage 
actors, is adjudicating the verse- speaking 
classes, while bhac K3 . Morton, M.A., 
has* consented to act as joint adjudicator 
with him in the extempore speaking coms 
petition. 

The .verse-speaking classes are among the 
most popular in the competitions. One class 
for small children has an entry of 12& 
while a large number of teams have been 
entered for unison speaking, dramatic in- 
terpretation, in etc. including thirteen 
for the Public E! ementary Schools Unison 
Speaking Class.

The Parliament has an important and 
heavy session before it, which will extend 
into the summer months. A new unemploy- 
ment bill will be introduced to make applic- 
able to Northern Ireland the provisions of 
the measure now being considered at West- 
mirister. 

The business on Tuesday will include the 
second reading of the Agricultural Marketing 
Rill, to enable Marketing Boards in Northern 
Ireland to co-operate with similar Boards in 
Great Britain for the disposal of certain pro- 
duce and provides for the payment of compen- 
sation to registered producers in respect of 
any losses sustained. Other ‘mportant busi- 
ness during the session will be the passing 
of sujplementary estimates, which must be 
completed before the end of the month.

YORK. 


RESULTS OF NEW MAYOR’S 
INVESTIGATIONS. 


New York has been horrified by the 
revelations of pitiless graft and extortion 
which have followed the overthrow of 
Tammany Hall, the notorious _ political 
organisation which ruled the city for so Jong. 
Since Tammany’s defeat at the November 
mayoral election a thorough investigation of 
civic corruption has been made by the new 
Mayor of New York, Major F. H. La Guardia, 
writes Reuter. 

First fruits of this were the exposure of 
convict rule at the Welfare Island ua 
tentiary, where wealthy gangsters had usurped 
_the powers of the Governor and were living 
in luxury in the prison hospitals. 

Now a series of other scandals has been 
made public, one of the worst of which is 
the “newspaper stalls racket.” Sites for 
stalls throughout the city are reserved by law 
to the blind and crippled at nominal fees, but 
it appears that many luckless_stallholders 
have been forced to pay from £3500 to £500 
to prevent their licences being cancelled. 
Those who were tinable to pay lost their sites 
to more wealthy rivals. It is alleged that a 
secret brokerage business in newspaper stalls 
was actually in operation. 

Many cases of officials being: paid large 
salaries. for sinecure jobs have also been 
brought to light. In one case it was fo ind 
that an official in the Markets Department 
had received full pay—about £10 a week—for 
the past seven years, although he had missed 
work on 1,625 days. In the first two months 
of 1933 he had not turned up once for 
work, 

Another official is alleged to have collected 
a big real estate fee for taking offices on 
behalf of the Triborough Bridge authority. 
the body formed to control the project of 
building a bridge over the East River between 
Manhablas 2 and Long Island. 


300 MILES ABOVE THE 
EARTH.

PROPERTIES OF NEW 
ROCKET, 


Creation of an 18-foot rocket which can 
soar 350 miles above the earth is the object 
of tests now being carried out by a young 
inventor in Yakima, Washington. 

This man, Mr. E. H. Karr, says (writes 
Reuter) that his first rocket ascended 37,000 
feet, carrying. instruments to register the 
altitude. It was six feet long. He declares 
that his second rocket, although weighing 
only eight pounds, develops 200 horse-power. 
He keeps it bolted to a stationary base, and 
is testing his combination of gases before 
building a big one, The rockets have fins on 
the outer surface to radiate heat. 

Mr. Karr uses two bases, compressed to a 
density of 50 atmospteres. He says that they 
are more powerful than nitro-glycerine. W hen 
the experimental rocket is heated red hot 
through explosions of.gas, the gas-feed is cut 
off. He explains that: '' When the two bases 
contact in the combustion chamber, thev 
ignite aueomatically, Some may suppose that 
the forward progression of the rocket is pro- 
duced by the backward push of the escaping 
fumes. 

' This is not what propels the roeket. The 
friction of the escaping air through the tubes 
does that—in fact, greater speed with the 
same power will be attained in thin air than 


STOWAWAYS’ TWO- 
DAYS’ ORDEAL. 
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SHARKS ATTACK 
RAFT. 


Surrounded by sharks and without food 
and water, John Pitzer, a 19-year-old Ameri- 
can, and Arthur Martin, an Estonian, aged 
27, have ‘been rescued by the steamer Santa 
Elona, 15 miles off the west coast of Mexico, 
after spending two days and nights on a tiny 
raft. 

They had stowed away at Galveston, Texas, 
in the Japanese tramp steamer, Kuruma 
Maru, hoping to reach the Far East, writes 
Reuter from Colon, Panama. When they 
found they would be given up to the police 
at San Pedro, California, they built a raft, 
threw it overboard and dived into the sea. 
Scrambling on the raft, they started to paddle 
it towards the coast, but darkness fell_ before 
they had gone far. Next morning thehe was 
no sign of land. 

Then followed two terrifying days under 
the broiling sun. Hunger and thirst added 
to their ordeal. Sharks swarmed in the 
water round the raft, and once one of them 
thrust its nose under the frail craft, capsized 
it and threw the two men into the water. 
They scrambled back again just in time to 
escape the monster's snapping jaws,
